Our maintenance of this truce can be accomplished along 
a number of fronts. First and foremost we have surely seen 
enough evidence to indicate to us that Divine help is not only 
our greatest help in emergency, but our essential at all times. 
Abraham Lincoln once said that he did not worry so much 
whether God was on his side as he did about whether he was on 
Gods side. Indeed there can be no question ‘that our greatest 
‘defence is from on high. This defence takes numerous forms. 
‘We would hesitate to try and assay these in order of their 
relative importance, but we may enumerate some of them. 
Godly in our own aspect, we will be strong in body and mind, 

and will act in such a fair-minded way as to provide the least 
* provocation for those who dislike us. Exemplary in our own 
conduct we cannot fail to impress the people of other lands 
with our fairness and justice, and increase the difficult; > or 
leaders will experience in turning them against us. An 
our realiza’ of.the justice of our own cause ( pale wo 
be sure that it is just) will strengthen our hands when the 
day of battle does arrive. 

No one of us can deny that the Power that created and 
controls all is capable of so small an effort as to be able to turn 
the tide on human conflict. 

But the spiritual and moral front, though the most .im- 
portant, is not the only front to which our attention must be 
directed. .We have those who would say that ‘it is, that all we 
need to do is to maintain our spiritual standards and con- 
nection and we will be secure. In the case of perfection this 
may be so, but at the moment we are dealing with conditions 
as they exist .. . and not until we are able to dispose of our own 
police force, and scrap our lawbooks, can we hope to dispose of 
the forces which enforce international law. If anyone would 
have us dispense with force in’ a world’ sense, let them first 
dispense with it in a national sense. 

If we are then to put up a strong and united front against 

_ any possible aggressor unity among the nations who would 
stand together for peace must be accomplished to as great a 
degree as possible. We know quite well which nations are’ de- 
sirdus of maintaining peace, we know too which nations would 
welcome war (if they were reasonably sure of winning it). The 
obvious thing then, is for those on the side of peace to draw 
themselves closer together with bonds of unity sufficiently 
strong that they may be ‘prepared immediately to work to- 
gether, and that those who propose to molest them ‘may know 
that this unity of purpose exists. 
‘ §uch union might well have delayed the ‘last war, and 
certainly its early accomplishment would have shortened it 
greatly. 

And so our trust to the men who have given all,’and passed 
on to us the torch to carry demands first that we put our own 
house in order, and second that we maintain ourselves strong, 
united and prepared. 


AW RATS! 


The last program shown by the National Film Board here 
included a short and illuminating film on rats. Stressing the 
fact that rats have caused more human deaths than all the 
wars since history began, it showed how they were brought to 
the country, and their methods of life and propagation. 

It is unfortunate that more townspeople did not see this 
film, for it gave a good idea of the precautions and remedies 
which have been found practical in areas where rat infestation 
has become a reality. Most of the precautions were those taken 
in urban areas, which are really the focus of the rats attack. 

While these pests have not yet arrived in our vicinity in 
any numbers, there is no doubt that their arrival will not be 
too long delayed. Years ago their spread from the eastern prov- 
inces was held up to Albertans as a warning, and this encroach- 
ment is continuing season by, season. 

The whole situation indicates that it is not too early to 
begin to take the steps necessary to make our communities 
unattractive to these rodents: This could be accomplished in 
advance of the rats arrival more cheaply and more easily than 
after they begin to multiply in our midst, 

Main breeding place for rats is in town dumps and any 
other place where rubbish, which provides them with food and 
shelter, accumulates. Where infestation has occurred it has 
been found essential to burn all types of refuse that might 
provide them with a harbor, and to bury former accumulations. 
'' ‘While expensive incinerator pies Llber may be beyond the 
reach of the average small town, there is no dgubt that much 
rubbish could be burned in the open. A more careful segre- 
gation of combustible and non combustible materials would 
assist greatly in this effort. 

Other steps urged are the ratproofing of buildings by 

ing all holes and screening windows with heavy. screening. 
tly. covered refuse cans, too, are steps to be taken when the 
threat becomes more imminent.

FOR THE FEW FROM THE MANY 


There is a curious misconcepion 
that any satisfied demand of labor 
must be a social gain. Remember with 
what enthusiasm you read of the Ford 
agreement for non-contributory pen- 
sions for employees at 66. Labor had 
gained its point, and the rejoicing was 
general. But mightn’t “it be worth 
while to ask ourselves whether there 
can be a social gain that is for the 
few at the expense of the many? 


Obviously the gainers from non- 
contributory pensions in industry 
must be few. There is no corporation 
to pension the self-employed, the farm 
er, the butcher, the merchant, the 
mechanic who runs his own show. 
Equally, there can be no: benefit to 
workers in marginal plants. In 1945, a 
bumper year, one quarter of United 
States corporations were operating in 
the red."No union, however strong, can 
impose’ terms that would put indus- 
try out of business, without killing the 
goose with the golden egg. But the 
main issue is, can any corporation 
meet these requirements on its own? 


That is a matter for actuaries, but 
let’s explore it briefly. Each year about 
1 per cent of employees reach pen- 
sionable age and actuarially, they con- 
tinue to live after that-—twelve years 
on the average for men and fourteen 
for women. Then take as a hypotheti- 
cal case an organization of 206,000 em-

monthly at 65. Two thousand of these 
would retire each year. That would re-: 
present $2,400,000 in pensions for the 
first year, $4,800,000 for the second, 
$7,200,000 for the third. How long will 
‘the most opulent organization be able 
to pay such pyramiding costs out of 
profits? As Archie of Duffy’s Tavern 
would say: “Leave us not be naive.” 
There are no profits known that could 
for long, meet such a drain. The pen- 
sions will either eat up the company— 
and no pensiofis are paid by bankrupt 
operations—or ways must be found to 
recoup the drain. 

‘Consider then the alternatives. The 
first and obvious Course is to pass the 
cost on to the public, through increas- 
ed prices for the product produced or, 
what amounts to the same thing, by 
reducing its quality. In ¢ither case the 
public pays—the many for the few. 
But there is another method that is 
slower but equally effective ang equal 
ly obvious. The surest and best way of 
avoiding this, draih is not to employ 
persons distantly approaching pen- 
sionable age. So, a plan that is’ sup- 
posed to protect the aged does 6o at 
the cost of those who are approaching 
that age. Present older workers may 
benefit, but self-preservation would 
demand that corporations seek new. 
employees who are thirty or more 
years away from: pensioning. What 
will that do to the middle-aged man 
who, for one reason or another, finds 
himself out of a job?

FERTILIZER DEMAND 
EXCEEDS SUPPLY 


World output of commercial fertili- 
zers has reached totals never before 
attaineq and is still moving upward, 
the Food and Agricultural Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations reports in 
a new fertilizer bulletin. i 

With a few minor exceptions, the 
increased post-war supply of these 
fertilizers—nitrogen, soluble phospha- 
tes, and potash—has been used as it 
became available. ‘Consumption ‘in 
many parts of the world would havo 
been greater had it been possible to 
obtain supplies. So rapidly has world. 
demand outstripped: supply that short 
ages in the post-war years were chur- 
acteristic everywhere. 

Much of this increased demand is 
footed in human needs and welfare. 
The growth in world population and 
a better appreciation of good nutrition 
al practices have caused a world-wide 
and urgent demand for more food and 
for food in greater variety. Against 
this, the amount of arable land sup- 
plying. each person is relatively smal- 
ler and in many countries is proving 
inadequate.

In view of this danger, the best 
means of preventing rhinitis from 
making its appearance in a healthy 
herd is to use the greatest care in 
purchasing feeders and _ breeding 
stock, says Dr. Wilton. It is wise to 
make certain that there is no evidence 
of the disease on the premises from 
which additions are made. Although 
all breeds of swine are susceptible to 
this disease, short nosed pigs are 
more likely to be affected due to the 
conformation of the nose and head. 


Prior to placement of a new herd 
in a piggery, the pen should be disin- 
fected with the aid of a lye solution. 
This shoula be followed with a spray 
containing a disinfectant—either one 
ofthe ordinary coal tar products, or 
one of the newer synthetic ammonium 
chlorides. A 

In herds where rhinitis is already 
present the affected swine should be 
fed on slop feed and marketed as 
soon as possible. A tablespoon of 
standardized fish oil per pig daily 
should be provided and the protein 
‘supplement or milk increased as com- 
pared with amounts required by 
healthy stock. Pigs from litters where 
rhinitis is present are potential car- 
riers, no matter how healthy they 
may appear,

For 
instance, in 18% of the oat samples 
from Saskatchewan farms, and in 
50% of those from Alberta, the ger- 
mination fell below 75%. In other 
words, one-half of the oat samples 
from Alberta did not germinate 
‘satisfactorily, Furthermore, ‘in 20% 
of the barley samples from Saskat- 
chewan, and in 36% of those from 
Alberta the germination was below 
the 75% level. Such results are a 
fair warning. They emphasize the 
urgent need of farmers having the 
grain they intend to use for seeding 
purposes ‘in 1950 tested for ger- 
mination.

FOR GROW 


A good poultry range for growing 
birds will furnish green, tender, pal- 
atable and nutritious forage. A dense 
sod will help keep the chickens out of 
the mud, and help reduce trouble from 
filth. borne diseases. R. A. Sansbury 
of the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Saanichton, reports that an experi- 
ment was carried out there for four 
years, to determiné the most suitable 
green pasture crops and green feed 
substitutes for poultry, The experi- 
ment consisted of dividing chicks from 
the regular breeding pens into three 
groups accorditig to whether they re- 
ceived cereals, grasses or alfalfa as a 
starter supplement. This supplement 
amounted to five per cent of the dif- 
ferent greenfeed substitutes. The pas- 
tures consisted of the crop comparabie 
to the green feed substitutes. | 

The experithent showed (1) that 
pastures must be of high quality, and 
anything less Will result in a disap- 
pointment in the quality of the mat- 
ured pullet; (2) that green pasture ‘s 
a safety factor, an added safeguard if 
the ration should be inadequate, but ‘s 
not a substitute for good management 
or careful feeding. With good pasture, 
restricted feeding may be carried out, 
but should not be done: to a _ point 
where it will affect growth, fleshing, 
etc. If so, it may prove to be an ex- 
pensive saving. The importance of 
rotation of pastures so that the birds 
are on the same land only once ‘in 
three years cannot be over emphasized 

From this experiment grasses ap- 
peared to be the best greenfeed. Alfal- 
fa is the best pasture crop. Once es- 
tablished it can withstand drought 
better than cereals or. grasses, Taking 
into consideration the labour required 
to grow cereals, and the time required 
to cultivate alfalfa to keep it free from 
weeds, grasses grown on well prepar- 
ed land are valuable for comnierciai 
poultry raising. 


LOW GRADE WHEAT 
FOR HOGS 


Due to second growth and frost, rhe 
feeding quality of barley grown in 
many Alberta areas this year is idwer 
than usual. In normal hog producing 
areas, much of the barley is grading 
No. 2 and No. 8 Feed which is compar- 
atively. low in protein content. 

A. J. Charnetski, Livestock Super- 
visor, Alberta Department of Agricu!- 
ture, advises that the feeding of such 
barley alone to hogs is not satisfac- 
tory. He says that much better results 
will be obtained fram the use of a m.x- 
ture of barley; oats and low grade 
wheat (No. 6 or 6). The mixture 


one third oats, one third barley, and 
one third wheat. At the present time; 
No. 5 .wheat can be obtainea from the 
elevator at a cost of $1.76 per bushel 
or 2.9c per pound. Barley is selling at 
$1.84 per bushel or 2.8¢c per pound. 
With its higher protein level, the use 
of low grade wheat in a feed mixture 
for hogs will prove much more econo- 
mical than low grade barley fed alone. 

Where protein levels ih hog rations 
are lower than normal and milk is not 
available to make up the deficiency, 
greater use,should be made of hog 
supplements and protein concentrates, 
says Mr. Charnetski.:The feeding of 
green leafy alfalfa’ will also provide a 
little extra protein and minerals,

the government will ask Parliament 
for an extension beyond the present 
termination date of next March 31. 

Landlords: greeted ‘the news with 
wide grins, This was what they had 
been pressing for since the end of the 
Second World War. Most landlords 
said ‘about time” and began thinking; 
of how much they coulq boost. their 
rents if they decided to take advantage 
of the situation. 

Finance Minister Abbott suggested 
that landlords probably wouldn’t take 
advantage of the full aliowable in- 
crease, He gave no immediate reason 
for the suggestion. 

Wave of Protest 

If the landlords were happy, the ten- 
ants were.not. 

Mr. Abbott 
speaking before a murmur of protest 
started welling_from tenants across 
the country. The murmur mounted 
rapidly until it reached a full-throated 
roar at the week-end. 


In Ottawa, where between 30,000 and 
60,000 tenants listened with consterna 
tion, the heads of the country's two 
main labor organizations condemned 
the increases, an official of the Fed- 
eral Civil Service Federation indicated 
government employees might have to 
seek higher wages, and the leader of 
one of the opposition parties lashed 
out at the government for the move. 

M. J. Coldwell, national leader of 
the C.C.F., said the government's move 
‘shows “an entire disregard for the in- 
terest and welfare of the great mass 
of the Canadian people. 

A. R. Mosher, president of the Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor, said the in- 
crease would mean “a further. boost in 
the cost of living and a good many 
people are already paying rents above 
what they can afford.” 

Percy Bengough, head of the Trades 
-}and Labor Congress, said “a lot of 
people with limited incomes are hav- 
ing enough trouble meeting the land- 
suggested that labor stage a one-day 
lord and grocer now.” 

In Montreal an irate union offictal 
; Canada-wide protest strike, while 
Canadian Legion officials bitterly as- 
sailed the legislation. The Legion's 
national executive probably will lay a 
formal protest before the cabinet this 
week. ;

“Improvements in the technique of 
anaesthesia and fn our understanding 
of the preoperative and post-opera- 
tive care of seriously il cancer pa- 
tients have enabled surgeons to reduce 
very materially the risk of major 
surgery,” Dr. Warwick states. “They 
have also enabled the surgeon to per- 
form operations ‘which were before 
cgnsidered not practical. , 
The other advance has to do with 
the discovery of the faet that certain 
compounds, when given to cancer pa- 
tients, will inhibit and even cause re- 
gression of tumour.growths for per- 
iods of a few weeks to several years. 


“Until 10° years ago even the most 
optimistic of. cancer research workers 
despaired of the possibility of ever 
finding such substances. At ieast six 


, of these now have taken a place in tne 


treatment of cancer patients and 
while they cannot be said to cure can- 
eer, they will, nevertheless, give com 


fort and relief to certain cancer pa- 


tients for months and even years. It 
is the investigations of the methog of 
action of these compounds which 
holds so much for the future. In at 
least six of our Canadian university 
laboratories such studies are being 
pursued.” 

Dr... Warwick comments that the 
one unfortunate thing about cance, 
today is that, although many forms of 
cancer can be cured, yet many pe- 
tients with these forms of the disease 
do not: report unusual symptoms to 
their docors soon enough. 

“It is not uncommon to discover 
that patients have had symptoms for 
months or even years before doing 
something about it,” he writes. Forms 
of cancer which are most common, the 
skin, breast, uterus, stomach, mouth 
and bowel are, with the exception of 
the stomach, those forms of the dis- 
ease which can be most effectively 
treated. Early symptoms of these 
common forms include a lump in the 
breast, unnatural bleeding from a 
body opening, any sore of the skin or 
mouth which does not heal, and a 
change in bowel habit.

being shipped to Oceanside, Califérnia, 
where they will be tedted for freedom 
from disease. Arrangements for these 
tegts are made between the Depart- 


-meénts of Agriculture of Alberta and 


California. W. Lobay, Supervisor of 
Crop Protection, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture advises that 29 seed 
potato growers in Alberta have this 


year submitted samples. These sam- 
ples are from the areas of Bdson, 


Peérs, Hdmonton, combe, Calgary, 
Brooks, Caen ana . Glenwood. 
Lots are assembled at Lethbridge and 
from there the Department assumes 


responsibility for shipment to Ocean- 
side. 


Samples may be entered for this test 
only by growers whose crops on field 
inspection have passed the require- 
ments for Foundation A or bettér. The 
grower pays a fee of $5.00 towards cost 
of the test. Shipping charges, together 
with the cost of treating, planting and 
other incidentials, are: paid by. the 
Department. During the past two 
years, readings on Alberta ‘potatoes 
haye shown them practically free from 
disease, Since these readings aré 
available well in advance of the spring 
sale of potatoes, buyers afte assured of 
the quality of stock from which the 
samples are taken.

FROM ABROAD ds 
Dutch Lambs 
The United Kingdom will import 


under contract from the Netherlands, 
50 to 100 thousand lamb and yearling 
carcasses, This is the first fresh meat 
contract with Great Britain since the 
ban was placed on imports from the 
Continent because of fuot-and-mouth 
disease. Weight limite.are 88 to 148 
Ib. for: lambs and 148 to 332 ib. for 
sheep. The animals will not be purch- 
ased in stockyards but direct from 
farms free of foot-and-mouth disease. 
Argentine Grain 
The Times of Argentina estimates, 
in the absence of official. statistics, 
that exports of all grain in 1948-49 
were 3.2 million tonsa less than in 
1947-48—a drep of 40 per cent. 
N.Z. Butter 
The New Zealand government has 
announced that the butter ration in 
that country is to be increased from 
six to eight ounces a week from Oc- 
tober 24, 1949. 
Argentine Butter 
‘The Argentine Ministry of Industry 
has announced new minimum prices to 
be paid producers for butterfat. For 
extra quality butterfat the increase is 
about 25 per cent. According to trade 
information, . butter. factories have 
currently been paying producers ex- 
tra for cream for the manufacture of 
butter. 


FALL MANAGEMENT OF THE 
LAYING FLOCK ' 


With most of the pullets housed at 
this time of year spécial care must be 
given to management practices, say 
poultry officials of the Alberta Depart 
ment of Agriculture. This care is need 
ed to keep the birds in good condition 
for high production during the winter 
months, On the range, pullets have an 
abundance of fresh air. Following 
their removal to the laying house, 
they soon develop colds unless care is 
taken. A good practice is to leave ull 
windows out of the house at first, so 
that the birds may. have as much 
fresh air as possible..The birds should 
not be exposed to draughts, howeve., 
and they should have elean ang ex- 
Pecially dry quarters at all times. 
Poultry can stand cold providing’ it is 
dry, but dampness and lack of fresh 
air are dangerous to the health of the 
flock. 

If colds or roup do develop they are 
usually caused by a Vitamin A defic- 
fency. A good practice is to feed a 
little fish oil three or four times each 
month from the time the pullets are 
housed until they have completed .heir 
laying year, Fish oil can be fed at the 
rate of one cup for every one hundred 
chickens..The oil should be fed each 
evening for four or five feeds and re- 
peated each month. 

An easy way to feed the fish oil is 
to warm the grain to be used for the 
night feeding and warm the oll, pour 
it over the grain and stir thoroughly. 
The oll-coateq grain can then be fed 
in. troughs, making sure that there is 
plenty of through space for all the 
birds to feed at the oné time. 

Handle the birds at least one even- 
ing each week after they have gone to 


Troost to ascertain the body condition 


of the flock. Birds should »e fed suf- 
ficient quantities of whole grains to 
keep them in good flesh. If the flock 
starts to go down in weight, a’ litt'e 
extra grain should be fed.

If American women are spoiled, self- 
eentered, and overaggresive, as char- 
by Leland Stowe in the October 
eader’s Digest, American men are to 
blame, counters Ramona Barth in the 
curernt November issue. Miss -Barth 
is a writer and lecturer on the femin- 
ist movement. Her article is conden- 
sed from The American Family. 
American women have developed 
aggressiveness, Miss Barth contends, 
“because we live in a society which 
lauds initiative in both men and 
women, and because American men 
give us everything—but love. Whether 
she knows it or not, any girl would 
prefer one loving pat from her hus- 
band to the new:insurance policy in 
his vest pocket. American men chase 
the dollar, but they don't chase us, 
The result—a neurotic aggressiveness 
symtomatic of that basic insecurity 
which comes from lack of love.” 
Increasing pressure on women to 
participate in the. business world is 
another reason for modern feminine 
aggressiveness, the author holds, and 
it is dictated by a man-made economy. 


“Why be satisfied with one car in the 
garage when we can get a job that will 
pay enough to have two?’ 

Women's excessive attention to 
dieting, cosmetics, and girdles—an at- 
tept to preserve the femininity they 
know they are losing—reflects men's 
indifference to. their wives, Miss Barth 
states. Desperate for love and atten- 
tion, American women get less of el- 
ther from their husbands than any 
other womer on earth. What they do 
get, though they don’t genuinely de- 


sire them, are material offerings—the’ 


mink coats and orchids which proclaim 
their husbands’ material success. 

Claiming American men to be “tops 
in looks”, Miss Barth holds that they 
should nevertheless emulate the “de- 
monstrative, attentive, social nature 
of the European male—who has eyes 
only for his’ feminine partner and ef- 
Pervesces about her ankles, her food,
